illusioned those who may have thought that, 
because the seasonal export of creamery but- 
ter is a big thing for the Free State, it is 
equally important to Great Britain. The 
fact is that it amounts to only nine per cent, 
of Britain’s total butter supply, with our 
strongest foreign rival, Denmark, still well 
to the fore. 

Anyone who has watched the work of the 
Empire Marketing Board must admit that its 
efforts to promote the sale of Empire pro- 
ducts in Britain were well intended. On 
seeing some of the produce displays, how- 
ever, one would be inclined to think that 
overseas Dominions were those most likely 
to benefit, because for some time Ireland was 
poorly represented, When, however, the 
importance of these displays became evident, 
the Free State High Commissioner in London 
got busy, and secured a good position for the 

roduce of this country wherever the Empire 
Marketing Board was thus represented. 

‘Considerable success attended these dis- 
plays during the existence of the butter mar- 
ketidg organisation known as Irish Associated 
Creameries, Lid. It was then possible for 
buyers of Irish Free State butter to order 
large quantities and be assured of delivery 
to time. Complete arrangements were made 
for the chilling and proper transport of the 
butter, and the system would have become 
unanimous but for the determined opposition 
of a minority whose status would be im- 


perilled by the operation of a system which ' 


tended to secure for every creamery a fair 
share of the profits to be earned by direct 
trading. 

Such a method of trading should certainly 
have benefited Irish dairy farmers had it 
been given a chance to survive the period of 
bad prices, for which it was not responsible. 

Whether the Free State is still a com- 
ponent part of the British Commonwealth 
does not matter in this connection now. The 
selling organisation set up in the Irish Free 
State was allowed to disappear, while the 
trading organisations of our competitors— 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and 
Canada—were in a position to utilise the 
Board’s propaganda for their own benefit, 
and, therefore, obtained a larger share of the 
increased trade. 

It may, of course, be claimed that, under 
the present bounty system, more butter has 
been exported than would have been possible 
on a free market, with prices ruling as they 
are now; but who pays the piper? 


DOES SHEEP FARMING PAY?

i T the sales of pedigree rams and ewes 


recently held in Dublin, it would seem 

that some of the well-known breeds 
are becoming less popular than they were a 
few years ago. Suffolks have apparently 
advanced; for not only were they forward in 
strong numbers, but the average price was 
better than last year, rather an unexpected 
occurrence. In every other breed except 
Border Leicesters prices showed a reduction. 
The Border Leicesters held their own, 
although in some cases the consignors must 
have lost heavily. i 

Oxford Downs, Bhropshires and Hampshires 
have become less popular than heretofore—at 
least in Dublin—owing, no doubt, to the 
general depression in trade. 

The registered Galway breed, though mak- 
ing great, headway from a quality point of 
view, is not exactly.a gold mine for those 
who pay attention to pedigrees. Roscommon 
sheep, claimed to be the original West of 
Ireland breed, has not been much im evidence, 
even at Western shows, and the number of 
registered flocks is apparently diminishing, 
because flockowners won't go to the trouble 
of entering their sheep in the Flock Book. 

The County Wicklow mountain breed, on 
the other hand, is doing fairly well. Here 
the Flock Book is being availed of, although 
there are complaints that development is too 
slow to enable the breed to make real pro- 
gress. .

FARM CARTS WITH RUBBER 
TYRES. 


HEN looking at a new farm cart in 
Wy County Wicklow recently, fitted with 
Dunlop land tyres, our Agricultural 
Correspondent was told that the cost of new 
wheels, axle and tyres was approximately 
£15. In a practical farm test it was found 
that one horse drawing the rubber-tyred cart 
actually did the work of two horses 
drawing carts of the ordinary type im a 
working day. Heavier loads were carried 
on each journey and a shorter time was 
occupied on each load. On soft ground there 
reat saving of time, and steep inclines 
were climbed without difficulty. The maxi- 
mum load was also greatly increased. 

On a field prepared for sowing potatoes 
the cart took 25 cwt. of seed potatoes alon 
the furrows, the total weight of cart an 
load being ól cwts., as against 10 cwts of 
potatoes or a total overall weight of 20 cwts, 
with the orale type cart. 

The tyres used are not motor tyres, but 
have been specially designed for the purpose, 
and there is very little risk of puncture, while 
the rubber used is compounded to resist farm- 
yard acids. | 

A cart so fitted is now in use at the Albert 
Agricultural College, and appears to be giving 
goon results. The lowering of the axle 

eight with the easv running rubber tyres 
opens up great possibilities in farm cart con- 
If the increased carrying capacity 
of carts so fitted is to be availed of, larger 
und more roomy bodies must be constructed, 


they will not take the loads that 


can be carried, - 
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one main idea—the protection of their own 
market, so greatly coveted by other countries. 
Not once, but at different times, have various 
societies there, including the Poultry Pro- 
ducers Union, applied to the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee for increased import 
duties on foreign eggs and poultry. 


A Lesson for the Saorstat. 


Whether the latest imposition is in response 
to their request or not we have to learn from 
it two lessons; first, that by strenuous work 
and. the building up of a strong organisation 
the poultry-keepers in Great Britain have 
reached the position when they can put up a 
good case in asking Government assistance. 
This is an essential of success in any cause. 
lf the applicant cannot convince the particular 
administrator of the reasonableness of his 
demands then there is not much point in 
seeking favours. So in England the poultry- 
keepers, having developed the industry to 
ever - Incfeasing dimensions, were able 
to say in effect to the Government: 
‘* We can now supply so many tons 
of poultry annually, and, will continue to 
increase that supply, if you encourage us to 
do so. What are you going to do about it? 
We demand protection against foreign com- 
petitors; we have a right to our own market, 
and we are making a bold. bid to capture it.” 
if, on the other hand, they had just asked for 
protection, without being able to justify such 
a demand, they could have no reasonable hope 
of gaining their objective. The second lesson 
for us is that unless we here can in like 
manner take steps at once to work up a 
powerful organisation and protect our in- 
dustry, then, it is doomed. 


The Only Hope. 


I would not go so far, however, as to 
agree with some of the statements made in 
the Press these last few days to the effect 
that there is no hope for the poultry pro- 
ducers of the Saorstat. But I would say 
that it 1s,now so far gone on the road to 
destruction that it will take an enormous 
effort to bring it back, and unless that effort 
is made by the victims themselves then ruin 
is inevitable. If there is any spirit. left in 
the people they should come together at 
once, following the example of the political 
leaders, and make themselves into a power 
that wilkforce the Government to adopt any 
reasonable measures to save the. situation. 
By working hard enough, who knows but 
that they might yet be able to force a settle- 
ment of the economic war that is a chief 
cause of all the trouble. All this talk of 
organising may seem to some readers an out- 
worn topic,. but one has sometimes to talk 
a lot before it takes effect. If, plus the 
“talks,” the 3d. per lb. import duties have 
the ultimate effect of rallying poultry-keepers 
to defend themselves and decide on suitable 
action, then they will have been a blessing 
in disguise. : 

The Government may, of course, take the 
wind from our sails by offering a further 
bounty on exports. But the question , of 
bounties is one that certainly should prove 
a matter for important discussion between 
Government representatives and a deputation 
of poultry ma ee The latter would pro- 
bably have a lot to say to the responsible 
Minister on the subject. 

Meantime comes the query—what are we to 
do about it? The export trade for. dead poul- 
try is practically squashed; the surplus sup- 
ples on the home market have brought prices 
to the producty tumbling down, The result 
is, if not heavy» losses, at least a drastic re- 
duction in profit the producer. The only 
alternative at the moment appears to be to 
export the poultry alive, since the duty 
applies only to dead birds... Before trying 
this, however, one would need to compare 
current eross-Channel prices for live fowls 
and home prices for dead birds, and take the 
better offer.

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FARM WORKERS’ 
COMPENSATION. 


RATES INCREASED. 
A S from 1st September, insurance rates 


for. farm workers in the Irish ,Free 

State have been considerably in- 
creased. Under the Workmens Compensation 
Acts the rates for risks have been raised from 
17s. 6d. to 22s. 6d. and 25s. per £100 wages 
by the non-tariff companies, and from 20s. 
to 30s. per £100 wages by the tariff com- 
panies. | 

These increases are stated to be due to the 
heavy losses sustained by insurance com- 

nies under these Acts in the Imsh Free 
State during the past few years. Great diff- 
culty has been experienced in the settlement 
of claims, and it is suggested that malinger- 
ing is carried on. Hence an increase in the 
rates became necessary. 

These rates do not apply to Northern Ire- 
land, where, under the revised insurance 
laws, the maximum amount payable in com- 
pensation benefit is 50s. per week, compared 
with 35s. in the Irish Free State.

The near approach of the annual motor 
show is again attracting attention to the 
strides being made by the industry.

taxi in Piccadilly Circus, when I noticed a | 


hansom drawn up on the rank with the 
other vehicles. The horse-drawn hackney- 
carriage is a rarity in London nowadays, 
and this was an opportunity not to be 
missed, since it recalled some of the 
glamour of the Edwardian period. I was 
taken to my destination quite comfortably 
and at a good pace, and in conversation 
with the driver afterwards he told me that 
it was exactly one hundred years since 
Joseph. Aloysius Hansom, the architect of 
Birmingham Town Hall, first introduced 
this particular type of vehicle in London. 
There were two-wheeled cabs in existence 
before the hansom, but they did not possess 
the folding doors which were the main 
feature of Hansom’s invention. One or 
two private vehicles of this type were to 
be seen in Dublin many years ago, but I 
have never heard of a hansom licensed to 
ply for hire in the streets of this city. An 
interesting commentary on the decline of 
horse transport since the introduction of 
the internal combustion engine is 
furnished by the fact that thirty years ago 
there were upwards of 10,000 hansom cabs 
in London. 


Grouse. 


I was walking across the Featherbed 
Mountain in the direction of Glencree 
recently, enjoying the stillness and keen 
air of that remote region after the heat 
of the city, when some movement on my 
part startled a cock grouse almost at my 
feet. He rose into the air, uttering his 
strange, clacking. “call, and almost 
immediately half-a-dozen of his com- 
panions responded to the warning, and 
followed out of the heather, of which they 
seemed to be a part. There are few better 
examples of protective colouring than the 
red grouse, which usually favours regions 
over a thousand feet above sea level. The 
willow grouse, which is widely distributed 
on the Continent, changes to white 
plumage, like the ptarmigan, on the 
approach of winter; but the red variety, 
which is somewhat lighter in colour in 
this country than in England and Scot- 
land, does not alter its appéarance very 
much during the course of the year. I 
have been told by gamekeepers that grouse 
burrow under the snow in winter in search

The J ewish New Year. 


The ancient position cf the calendar is 
revived to-day, which is New Year’s Day 
for the Jewish. people. The Jewish 
calendar is still the same as those cc! the 
ancient Egyptians, Phoenicians and 
Persians, who began their year at the 
autumnal equinox us tember 21st). The 
ancient ..oman calenda. began its new 
year on the 2lst of December but Cesar 
postponed it t. the first of January. The 
Gregorian calendar, our present system, 
counts the new year’s day twelve days 
earlier than the Julian. ‘This is due to 
much juggling from time. to, time, 
although both the Julian and the 
Gregorian date nominally from the first 
of January.” In Russia, Greece, etc.» 
where the Julian is still employed, New 
Year’s Day is celebrated on the English 
13th of Junuary. 

Jews always reckoned their civil year 
from the first day of the month of Tisri 
(September 6th to October 5th), but their 
ecclesiastical year begins with the spring 
equinox. The origin of the inauguration 
of the Jewish new year is agricultural ; 
this method was adopted by Semites 
generally. It is possible, however, that 
there existed in pre-exilic times another 
mode of reckoninz. There is a survival 
in the ceremony at the Synagogue of the 
use of an instrument called the ‘‘ Shofar.”’

This instrument is used also 
on fast days to rouse people to repentance.

Horse-Breeding. 


A correspondent writes:—When I saw 
Mr. J. J. Maher, that foremost of blood- 
stock breeders at Williamstown, County 
Meath, yesterday. he disclosed the fact 
that he paid the large sum of 2,560 
guineas in duty on the price of 6,400 
guineas which he obtained at Doncaster on 
Friday last for the colt by Fairway out of 
Harpsichord.

Co-operative Organisation. 


I gather from Mr. Rowe that in allot- 
ment work, at all events, the principle of 
co-operative organisation has shown signs 
of proving itself distinctly successful. The 
allotment areas are leased to trustees 
representing the plot-holder, and are sub- 
let by the trustees to individual culti- 
vators. This particular experiment has 
only been in force for one year, and it Is 
hoped that it may be extended for a 
further four years, at the end of which the 
tenancies are due to expire. In two of the 
areas the rents of the plots, and free seeds 
and implements, are provided by the 
Government for the benefit of unemployed 
men Some of the plots are only one- 
sixteenth of an acre, but the majority are 
one-ninth of an acre. The difficulty which 
has still to be faced is to reconcile the 
claims of the allottees with the demand 
for suburban housing sites. As a means to 
that end I gather that Mr. Rowe and his 
colleagues are showing a lively interest in 
the new Town-Planning Bill. One can 
only hope that activities which combine 
for the production of badly-needed 
“vitamins ” and health and recreation, 
will receive every possible kind of 
encouragement.

EX-MINISTER’S PROTEST. 


Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D.. presided at the 
meeting of Dublin Board of Assistance 
yesterday. 

A letter was read from Mr: J. J. Walsh. 
5 New street, on the increasing bill for relief 
and those who claimed to be destitute. The 
impost, he- wrote, was about 3s. in the £ on 
the rates—sufficient to break the back of 
many a hard-working family struggling to 
make ends meet. . Knowing conditions as he 
did, he ofter wondered whether the Board 
realised that the Act authorising this expen 
diture applied only to the really destitute. 
or thought that its benefits should be shared 
by anybody mean enough to. exploit the 
onportunity of easy -money—a sort of life 
pension Rightly or wrongly, connection 
with a number of industries had led him to 
the conclusion that the latter interpretation 
was the rule rather than the exception. 

Passing a ‘“‘dole centre ” a few davs ago 
he had observed a number of strong-looking 
women in the queue, ard it struck him that, 
while his business was being bled to maintain 
these idlers, they had failed over a long 
period to get a fraction of the necessary 
female labour to staff a clothing industry 
where excellent wages were available. where 
many machines were lying - derelict. and 
thousands of pounds’ worth of orders were 
being turned down. 

Mr. James (;ately described the letter as 
impudent, and moved that it be marked 
* Read.” 

Mr. lunney said that the Board acted only 
on the reports of their experienced officers, 
and only gave relief in cases of destitution. 
If Mr. ‘Walsh could tell him where work 
was to be got he could send him fifty girls 
in the morning who would be delighted to 
take it. 

By the casting vote of the Chairman, it 
was agreed that the letter should be con- 
sidered by a sub-committee, who would be 
empowered to draft a reply. 

The Home Assistance officers reported that 
the outdoor relief statistics for the week 
were—8,981 cases, or, roughly, 36,000 
persons, at an expenditure of £5,390 6s. 6d., 
which was a decrease of 352 cases and of 
£292 18s. 6d. in expenditure on the previous 
week. The decrease was attributed to the 
institution of relief work by the Corporation, 
upon which nearly 300 men were employed, 
and the calling up of the Army Reserve men 
for training. 

There was, however, an increase on the 
corresponding week of last year of 972 cases 
and £1,081 lls. in expenditure. i

TEACH ULTAIN PETITION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
_On behalf of Teach Ultain (Incorporated) , 
57 Charlemont. street, Dublin, a company 
established with the object, amongst others, 
to provide a hospital for the care of sick 
children, 

Mr. T. Gerard Burke (instructed by Messrs. 
Reddin and Reddin) petitioned for the con- 
firmation of alterations of the company’s 
objects, proposed to be effected by a special 
resolution of the company. The effect of the 
resolution was to insert in the provisions 
of the Memorandum of Association a new para- 
graph enabling the company to carry out the 
functions of a public utility society, and to 


; apply the profits as part of the general income 
| and property of the association. 


lt was mentioned in the petition that the 
proposed extension of the objects of the com- 
pany was required to enable the company to 
carry out its functions more efficiently. The 
company had been allocated considerable 
capital sums derived from the Sweepstakes, 
and proposed to devote them principally to 
the enlargement and development of their 
premises, and to the acquisition of an enlarged 
and improved site, and the rebuilding and 
extension of the hospital premises. In the 
course of these operations about 119 persons 
at present the tenants of the company would 
have to be dispossessed by the company, and 
be deprived of their homes for the purpose 
of providing space for the extension of the 
actual hospital buildings. It was, therefore, 
the wish of the company to apply part of its 
surplus capital, and, if necessary, to raise and 
apply such further or other moneys as might 
be deemed advisable under its general powers, 
to the building and providing of alternative 
accommodation at a similar rent for the 
tenants, and, if deemed advisable, for such 
other or new tenants or persons in the neigh- 
bourhood as might seem fit to the company 
to receive and to apply the rents and profits 
of such new and additional property as part 
of the general assets and revenue of the com- 
pany, and with these objects in view to form 
and establish a public utility society within 
the meaning of the Housing (Financial and 
Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1932. The com- 
pany proposed to invest and apply a capital 
sum of about £15,000 to the purposes of a 
public utility society operating under the 
company's control, in respect of which it was 
calculated that rents amounting to about £605 
ls. per annum should accrue for the benefit of 
the general revenue of the company—that was 
to say, a dividend of, roughly, 4 per cent, 
per annum on the capital sum so applied, 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that all that was 
wanted was perfectly reasonable, and he was 
perfectly willing to grant it so far as carrying 
out the original objects of the company was 


concerned, but the new paragraph as it stood.

He also says what he thinks about the 
astronomers; and he replies to the pronounce- 
ments recently made by Sir James Jeans and 
Frofessor Eddington to the effect that the 
universe is steadily running down like a 
clock, and that its ultimate end is annihila- 
tion. 

The Dean suggests that the famous second 
law of armen yianiits, on which is based 
the theory of annihilation, may be balanced 
by anotier process under which dissipated 
energy may be recombined and again made 
available, 7 


A DISCREDITED SUPERSTITION. 

‘Ave we sure,” he asks, “that there 1s 
no creation (say) of hydrogen atoms out of 
radiation? A discovery of such a balance 
between creation and. destruction would be 
extremely welcome to most of us. It would 
end the necessity for believing in the creation 
of the universe in time.” 

He points out that if we believe in the 
creation of the universe in time, either there 
must be other world orders before and after 
the one which we know, or “there must at 
last be a will-less God, presiding in an 
eternal slumber over an empty universe. 

‘‘ But,” he says, “there is not the slightest 
reason to think that there is one purpose 
cnly in the universe. The notion belongs to 
the discredited superstition of everlastimg 


iand universal progress. 


“It is not in time that all that has value 
and true existence on earth is preserved. 
Nevertheless, though we have no fear that 
cur higher values can ever be destroyed, | 
prefer to suppose that there will. never be 
a time when there will be no universe. 

“But it does seem to me that our 
astronomers have got themselves imto a 
philosophical impasse by trying to fit real 
time . . . . into a purely mathematical! 
universe in which time has no place.” 

He refers to Jeans’ dictum that “ space 1s 
still finite, but it for ever expands as time 
advances”’ and that “time is running 
steadily on to eternity with the spacial 
universe expanding all the time.” 


THE LAYMAN’S DESPAIR. 

The Dean’s comment is: “Since the 
universe is. (according to Jeans) finite, how 
can it go on expanding to eternity? I wish 
sur authorities had ‘been a little more explicit 
about their expanding universe. . . - Are 
they not using ‘ universe’ and ‘space’ in an 
unfamiliar sense? 

“I am utterly unable to reconcile the 
‘expanding universe’ with ‘ annihilation.’ ” 

Elsewhere the Dean writes: ‘‘The utter- 
ances of our leading scientists are enough to 
drive a poor layman to despair.” 

“My own opinion is that no rational explana- 
tion of the existence of the world is possible; 
it is a given fact which we must accept as 
an ultimate. 

‘‘Whatever is born in time must perish 
for time, and this must be true of werld- 
systems no less than of individual lives. 

“Time and space are not part of the frame- 
work of the real or spiritual world; they are 
as real as the lives of those who live in 
them, while they live in them, but they are 
not the stuff of which reality is made... 
We are not obliged to believe that ours is 
the only world-crder. The different world- 
orders may be entirely independent of each 


other. 
OTHER WORLDS. 


“From the astronomical point of view, we 
are only creatures of a day; and even if 
the other globes in our system are per- 
manently unfit to be the abode of life, it Is 
wildly improbable that among thousands of 
millions of stars there is only one planet 
capable of being the abode of ‘living souls.’ 

“Tí the inhabitants of these other worlds 
needed redemption, no doubt God visited 


them as He visited us. There is, I think, | 


something derogatory to the Deity in sup- 
posing that He made this vast universe for so 
paltry an end as the production of ourselves 
and our friends. My conclusion is that the 
fate of the material universe is not a viial 
question for religion. : 

“The attempt to erect progress in time 
into a cosmic principle has failed, and must 
fail Organic evolution gives us very inspirit- 
ine prospects for a long period, but not for 
eternity ; the doom of our present world-order 
is fixed for a very distant date. For a long 
period before the final extinction life will 
probably have te assume simpler and what 
we call ‘lower’ forms; and all the religions 
and philosophies which depend on any other 
view of the destiny of the cosmos are be- 
coming untenable.”’ i 

He suggests that the end of our universe 
may not necessarily be the end of creation, 
but that after the life of our world order is 
ended it may find expression in forms of 
which we know nothing. : 


perhaps, stranger dreama than they have 
ever imagin ey | 

‘Undoubtedly there will be serious set- 
backs. If we revisited os fifty thousand 
years hence, we might well find the low-lying 
parts, including London, under the sea; or 
if the present subsidence is followed by 
elevation, we might find our country covered 
with glaciers. 

“The only inhabitants might conceivably 
be a few Esquimaux, with their reindeer, But 
no Ice Age covers the whole earth. The 
same date may find Antarctica, which seems 
to be slowly sinking, again habitable. 

‘Nor can we be absolutely confident about 
the future of our species. It is : ot likely that 
a new microbe will exterminate us, but there 
may be wars of extermination which will 
destroy civilisation. 


MECHANISED CIVILISATION, 


“There is also the possibility that pro- 
gress, which is only a method of adaptation 
to new conditions, may come to an end when 
the conditions cease to demand further adap- 
tation. We may pass into a condition of 
stable equilibrium like the social insects, and 
then, perhaps,. survival value will belong to 
unconscious instinct and not to intelligence. 
A completely mechanised civilisation, such as 
the present rulers of Russia are trying to 
establish, might ‘end in this way. | 

“Further dysgenic selection, such as Is now 
in progress almost everywhere, may so mach 
enfeeble the bodies and minds of the popula- 
tion that it will be unable to bear the ever- 
increasing burden of preserving and augment- 
ing the treasures of civilisation. There may, 
and probably will, be periods of exhaustion 
followed by chaos and destruction, like the 
Dark Ages. | i 

“ These possibilities cannot be neglected. 
but the chances seem decidedly in favour of 
a further growth of what we generally mean 
by progress, in which first one nation and 
then another will take the lead. 

‘‘ Bat what do we mean bv progress? .. 
It is legitimate to ask whether the necessity 
for hard and monotonous. work, the nervous 
tension, the anxieties and disappointments 
inseparable from civilisation are or are not ton 
hich a price to pay for the advantages of 
livint in a highly artificial society. 

“ We are in the middle of a great experi- 
ment which aims at establishing, at least. a 
fair measure of comfort and culture embracing 
the entire nation. It is a question whether 
such a nation would have as great a survival 
value as one organised on a heirarchical scale 
with less individual liberty. 


THE NEW REVELATION. 


“The new revelation which has come to 
mankind in modern times . . . is the amaz- 
ing progress of the natural sciences, The 
scientific attitude of mind would be equally 
important if it had permeated the uneducated 
and half-educated masses to the same extent 
as applied science has done. But it is doubt- 
ful whether crude superstition has declined 
much in the last {wo generations. 

“The higher achievements of science are 
intelligible only to u few, and the. dysgenic 
trend of- our civilisation is probably making 
first class brains fewer in each generation. 

“The succession of great discoveries will 
not go on for ever. But we can hardly doubt 
that the future of civilisation will be deter- 
mined mainly by science. In nhilosophy and 
religion this will discredit dualism and super- 
naturalism; what forms of belief will be 
favoured by it is not very easy to say. 

“In my opinion a dispassionate survey of 
the course of history gives grovnd for a rea- 
sonable and tempered hopefulness for the 
future. 

“In our own ave there is probably as much 
conscious appreciation of natural beauty as 
at any earlier period, and certainly more ap- 
preciation of the beautv of the human form 
than in the early Middle Ages, though in- 
dustrialism, with its unnatural conditions, 
produces ugly tvpes of humanity. 

“ At present there is not much creative art 
of the highest quality in literature, painting 
or sculpture, and the almost instinctive 
graciousness of the old architecture has, since 
the industrial revolution, given place to an 
unsightliness never before seen in the dwell- 
ings of civilised men. 


BARBAROUS AND REPULSIVE. 

“The recovery from the age of bad taste 
is in progress, but it is painful, and some- 
what artificial. Our civilisation seems no 
longer to express itself naturally in beautfiul 
forms. 

‘As for ‘the deliberate ugliness of much 
modernist sculpture and painting, I can only 
regard it as a disease, and hope that the 
evil fashion will soon pass away. It aims, 
we are told, at ‘expressiveness,’ disregarding 
all accepted standards of beauty. Unfortu- 
nately what it expresses is barbarous and re- 
pulsive. ‘The whole movement is absurd, or 
would be if it were not connected with the 
horrors of Bolshevist. materialism.”

Superintendent Hughes said that he thought 
that it would be better if the defendants were 
put into the dock in batches of three or four. 

Mr. O'Sullivan agreed, and Duff, Fox, 
Lucas and Tinclar were brought into court. 
When asked their names the men made no 
reply, and their positions in the dock were 
indicated to the Justice by a Civic Guard 
sergeant. 


LICENSEE'S STORY. 


Miss Rose Murray, having been sworn. said 
that at about 1 a.m. on Tuesday, September 
12th, a man entered the kitchen of the 
premises licensed by her. He had a revolver 
and asked for the telephone. 

“I said there was no ‘phone, and he 
searched around and went back into the bar, 
where he broke some bottles of Bass and one 
bottle of Cairnes’s ale,” she said, ‘‘ He made 
some remark about the mistake in breaking 
the bottle of Cairnes’s ale. Going behind the 
bar two others joined him, and said that no 
one was allowed to leave the house. He put 
out the lights and then left.”’ 

Replying to Superintendent Hughes, she 
said that nine or twelve bottles were broken. 

Asked by the District Justice if they 
wished to ask the witness any questions, three 
of the men in the dock remained silent, but 
Duff stated : ‘‘ We will not participate in the 
Jeera a of this Court. We deny the 
charge of robbery.” i . . 

A sister of the previous witness, Miss Julia 
Murray, said that she saw a party of men 
in the house on the night of the occurrence. 
Some went out the back way, and, when they 
returned, three more entered. One went 
behind the bar and smashed bottles. 


POINT OF REVOLVER. 


“I left the bar and went upstairs, where 


my brother Patrick was in bed.” she con- 
tinued. ‘‘ A’ man followed me with a re- 
volver. He told my brother that the house 
was surrounded and ] was not.to allow any- 
body out for three or four hours. He 
out all the lights and went downstairs. An- 
other man came out with four bottles of 
Bass. The party then left che house. 

In reply te a question by Superintendent 
Hughes, ths witness said that her brother 
Michaei, who hai been outside, was not 
about. 

At the identification parade she picked out 
the man whom she thought followed her 
upstairs. 

When the District Justice asked the pri- 
soners if they had any questions to ask, they 
remained silent. 


THE KIDNAPPED MAN. 


Michael Murra; said that he was outside 
the door of hi« sister’s licensed premises on 
the morning of September 12th, when a party 
of about five passed into the bar and called 
for drink. ‘*‘ There were other méa about,”’ 
he said, ‘and three of those who had gone 
in came out and presented revolvers at my 
chest, saying: ‘Put them up.’ They forcibly 
took me into a lorry 1 heard the bottle- 
smashing, so I asked them to stop it in order 
that my sister might not be frightened. One 
of them said to another: ‘Go and tell them 
that is enough,’ 

“The lorry then drove off, with me in it. 
[ was blindfolded and make to lie down. 
One of the party remarked that I had tried 
to ‘do’ one of their men previously. This 
had reference to a visit to the premises on 
August 28th, when one man entered the door 
and told my sister not to stock Bass. I 
called a Gvard. who took the man’s name. 


CLOTHES TAKEN. 

“We reached the Featherbed Mountain, 
and they strippea me of everything except 
a woollen undergarment. Some coins had 
fallen from my waistcoat and I said: ‘The 
are all right, but my wailet, containing £24, 
is missing.’ Tne man who seemed to be in 
charge remarked : ‘ W; will see you get your 
money back,’ and made a rough search of 
his party, and 1 said: ‘It's all right.” They 
ee the kmckers on to me and then drove 
off. 

"After some difficulty I made my way to 
Mr, Dalton’s licensed premises at Ballyboden, 
where I. got clothing and refreshment. The 
Guards arvived some time later with a car 
and took me back to Lucan.” 

At this stage District Justice Sullivan sug- 
gested that the rest of the men should be put 
into the dock They crowded into it, and 
Miss Rose Murray was recalled and her 
evidence read, On being asked if she could 
recognise anybody she carefully scrutinised 
the men in the dock, and then replied that 
she could not. 

Miss Julia Murray and Michael Murray 

were also recalled, but failed to recognise any 
of the men. 
_ Guard Hugh McCabe gave evidence regard- 
ing the incident on August 28th, when he took 
the names of Molyneaux and Connolly in con- 
nection with a visit to the premises of Rose 
Murray. 


STATEMENT READ. 

_ Sergeant Ward said that he took Molyneaux 
into custody, and the prisoner made the 
following statement:—‘‘ I am seventeen and 
a-half years of age. | joined the Clondalkin 
Company of the I.R.A. about five or six weeks 
ago, and the captain of the company is a man 
called Connolly, of Ballyfermot. Since I 
joined the J.R.A. 1 attended three meeting’ 
at Clondalkin, and they were generally held 
on Sunday or Wednesday. At the meeting 
referred to I saw present there: John Lucas, 
Henry Hackett, George Tinclar, Willie Gordon 
and Joe Connolly (Captain). We did drill in 
a field, and Joe Connolly (Captain) drilled us 
in a field at Clondalkin. 

“Joe Connolly met me at Clondalkin about

POWER SCHEME BLAMED. 


Mr. A. Mackey, at a meeting of the Lime- 
rick Fishery Board yesterday, proposed a 
resolution to the effect that, owing to the 
serious depletion in the stock of salmon in 
the Shannon and its tributaries, it was 
advisable that there should be alterations in 
the fishing season, and for that purpose the 
Department should be asked to hold an 
inquiry.

AN ERRONEOUS IDEA. 


Major Arthur Whewell, Chairman of the 
Special Effort Committee of the City of 
Dublin Branch of the Royal National Life- 
boat Institution, writes as follows :— 
My attention has been drawn to the fact 
that the general public are under the im- 
pression that the new motor lifeboats, cost- 
ing as much as over £10,000, are an un- 
warrented extravagance by the Lifeboat In- 
stitution in these depressed times.

Miss Blake was living in 
London, but why she selected Fenit we do 
not know, but very many of us in England, 
where I come from, have a very soft spot 
for Ireland. The name which the boat will 
bear, the ‘ Peter and Sarah Blake,’ are the 
names of her brother and herself. For very 
many years it will be an unique memorial to 
them—a .memorial as fine as any man or 
woman could wish for.”'

President and People. 

President Roosevelt’s troubles are accu- 
mulating, and a recent incident suggests 
that the high-handed methods of the 
National Recovery Administration begin 
to provoke resentment. On Tues- 
day the representatives of two hun- 
dred cotton-growers from the Southern 
States visited Washington, to submit a 
resolution in favour of an_ inflated 
currency. The President declined to see 
them. American democracy, however, will 
not be denied, and the representatives 
announced that they would remain in 
Washington until he should change his 
mind. Their determination has obtained 
its reward; for the President, defeated, 
has promised to see them and to hear their 
His own attitude towards inflation 
increasing 


views. 
is still a fast secret. An 
demand for it is rising not only from 
large sections of the people and from the 
greater part of industry, but even from 
his own colleagues in the Government. It 
seems that President Roosevelt is un- 
willing to tamper with the currency until 
he has a sound idea of the progress of his 
existing plans for aational recovery. If 
his original design for a universal rise in 
prices, with at least a corresponding rise 
in wages, matures, he may be able to over- 
come the crisis without resort to inflation. 
It becomes daily more manifest, however, 
that the programme is not working out as 
quickly as he expected, and those people 
who had hoped for almost immediate 
results are showing lively signs of discon- 
tent. By one means or another the 
President must maintain the national con- 
fidence ; if it wanes, his task will be hope: 
less, 

There is no longer any doubt that 
President Roosevelt pinned too much faith 
upon the co-operation and enthusiasm of 
the people in general. They have entered 
with zest into the theatricalities of the 
“recovery plan’’; but too many of 
them are content with this lip-service. 
Some employers have scrutinised their 
** codes,’’ for

agreements, or industrial 
any loopholes that might enable them to 
evade their obligations, and have not 
hesitated to make full use of such loop- 
holes. Others have discharged one part of 
their bond with exemplary fidelity, but 
have neglected the other, and more impor- 
tant, part; they have put their employés, 
indeed, on shorter time, but they have 
not increased wages or engaged more men 
—which is the whole purpose of the 
recovery scheme. Some of the large 
industries, too, have caused trouble by 
their delay, and a few are frankly 
mutinous; not all the President's threats 
have induced them to state their plans. As 
a result, the entire scheme is in danger ; 
for, while a single large industry holds 
out, there can be no hope of that general 
increase in prices and in wages which will 
mark the success of the campaign. 
Finally, as we have seen, there is a grow- 
ing demand for inflation, which may 
compel the President to act with undue 
haste. 

The most sinister force, however, which 
the President has let loose is the new 
spirit of aggression in organised labouir. 
Trade unionism never has attained the 
power in the United States that it pos- 
sesses on this side of the Atlantic. Its 
encroachments have been resisted tooth 
and nail by the lords of industry, 
but now President Roosevelt has 
opened a door to the unions. All of 
his “ codes’ contain a clause involving 
the recognition of some sort of union, and 
against these clauses some of the bitterest 
hostility of the whole campaign has been 
directed. Labour has been swift to see its 
advantage. It has clamoured unceasingly 
for its “ rights ’’ under the new legisla- 
tion, and reinforces its claim with the old, 
familiar weapon of the strike. We are told 
that at least 50,000 people are on strike 
in New York City alone, and that the 
number may grow to 75,000 before the end 
of this week. Disputes are rife in all 
parts of the country, and Mr. Roosevelt 
is attaining a new eminence as the 
‘* worker’s friend.’’ A President who sides 
with organised labour has no precedent in 
American history, and the association well 
may involve the downfall of the recovery 
plan and its promoters. We doubt if 
President Roosevelt expected that his 
labour clauses would have such an effect, 
but he has gone too far for retreat. His 
plan now resolves itself into a decisive 
struggle between the Government and the 
industrialists. 


The Dole System. 


Mr. J. J. Walsh, formerly Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs in the Free State 
Government, is a business man of some 
experience, and his letter, which was read 
at yesterday's meeting of the Dublin 
Board of Public Assistance, cannot be dis- 
missed lightly. We agree that it was 
written in rather provocative terms, and 
that some of its statements may be 
exaggerated ; but it contained more than a 
germ of truth and deserves the serious 
attention of the authorities. Mr. Walsh 
declares in effect that the ‘‘ dole ” system 
is being abused in a scandalous manner. 
He is a director of several industries, 
which, he says, suffer from shortage of 
female labour ; yet he has noticed, in the 
queues outside ‘‘dole’’ centres, large 
numbers of able-bodied young women 
who could be earning excellent wages 
if they would only work, We do 
not doubt that there is some sound 
sense in his arguments. Relief in one 


way and another costs the ratepayers of 
Dublin something like three shillings in 
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they ought, to be working ; but the situa- 
tion is equally unsatisfactory in the case of 
men. The population of “ work-shys ” is 
increasing rapidly, and most of the blame 
for this condition of affairs lies with the 
‘dole ' system. ‘‘ Doles ” are thoroughly 
demoralising. They create the desire 
among the people to get something for 
nothing, and all history proves that evil 
must result. If public relief must be 
granted—and nobody in Dublin can gain- 
say the fact—the State, or the munici- 


Walsh suggests the enrolment by the 
Government of a Labour Corps, to be used 
for re-afforestation on the model of Ger- 
many and the United States, We might 
add that Signor Mussolini also has found 
ways and means to turn the workless to 
constructive tasks, and that in most 
countries ‘‘ doles,’’ 
not exist. One thing is quite certain— 
that the ratepayers cannot be bled for 
ever. Sooner or later the goose will be 
killed, and then there will be no “ doles "' 
for anybody. 


Lucknow. 


Next Monday will bring the seventy-sixth 
anniversary of the relief of Lucknow. It 
was in June, 1857, that the native 
regiments at Lucknow, after many warn- 
ings of disaffection, broke into open revolt, 
and the small British garrison, with its 
civil train, retired upon the Residency. The 
besieged garrison defended this post for 
nearly six months until Havelock and 
Outram relieved it; the Indian Mutiny’s 
blood-stained records tell no finer tale of 
valour and faith. Two thousand Britons 
perished in the siege, and of the survivors 
to-day only nine remain. All of them were 
children at Lucknow when the great storm 
broke over India ; the last of the combatant 
members of the garrison was Colonel John 


died, five years ago, in Ireland. The nine 
survivors are scattered now through all 
parts of the Empire. Mr. C. G. Palmer, the 
oldest of them—he was born in 1847— 
settled many years ago in British Columbia. 
Mr. Arthur Dashwood, who was born in 
Lucknow during the siege, lives in London. 
Two of them—Mrs, Haynes and Mrs. Long, 
of Cheltenham—are the daughters of T. 
H. Kavanagh, V.C., who, when so many 
were heroic, yet may be described. as the 
hero of Lucknow. -He left the Residency 
in disguise, made his way through a 
thousand perils, and guided Sir Colin 
Campbell to the final relief. In this story, 
as in all the records not only of British 
fighting, but of the triumphs of British 
peace, in India, Irisli names are many and 
eminent. -The relief of Lucknow, like the 
siege of Delhi and the massacres at Cawn- 
pore, recalls the heavy price at which the 
Kmpire has won, and has kept, India. To- 
day timid voices, including the voices of 
Conservative statesmen, declare that India 


‘the policy of surrender is the only 
choice.” The White Paper programme, 
however, is beginning to be understood ‘n 
England, and there are increasing. signs 
that public -opinion and ‘the Imperial 
Parliament will reject it. 


A Pacific Rumour. 


While “ Germany 's secret armaments ”’ 
are the stock-in-trade of to-day’s news, 
the Pacific Ocean sends us a further 
warning. The Bonin Islands lie five 
hundred miles from the coast of Japan, 
and have been in the possession of 
Japan since 1875. Last year the 
Anglican Bishop of South Tokyo, while 
doing his rounds, visited the islands ; but, 
so long as he was there, he was kept under 
military observation. This year he was not 
allowed to land, and the strange refusal 
has aroused a suspicion, which obtains 
widespread credence, that Port Lloyd, the 
principal town of the islands, is being con- 
verted into a naval base or an air port. 
It is possible, of course, as The Times 
suggests, that foreign visitors are dis- 
couraged because Japan does not wish them 
to observe the exercises of her fleet in the 
vicinity ; but general opinion puts a more 
sinister construction on the Japanese ban. 
If it is true that Japan is building an air 
port in the Bonins, she is defying the 
Washington Treaty of 1922, which bound 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan to maintain “ the status quo at the 
time of the signing of the present treaty 
with regard to fortifications and naval 
bases ” in the Pacific—in other words, to 
establish no new fortifications or naval 
bases. Perhaps, Japan had fortified the 
islands before 1922, and thereby can 
prohibit visitors with a clear conscience ; 
but nobody seemed to have heard of such 
fortifications when the treaty was signed. 
If she really is building a new base there, 
the fact is a curious commentary not only 
on the national regard for the sanctity cf 
obligations, but on the ‘‘ will to peace,” 
which is supposed to be characteristic of 
these latter days.

“has given farming its rightful place as 
the greatest single industry in the 
country. 


The Price of Gold. 


The foreign exchanges are in an un- 
usual position. Heavy selling of dollars 
to-day, prompted by fears of inflation in 
the United States, caused the dollar to 
fall again from 4.79. last night to 4.853, so 
that it was worth only 4s. 1 2-5d. in 
London, compared with 4s. 4jd. a week 
ago. At the same time the flight of money 
into gold currencies was accelerated, and 
the pound was worth one franc less to-day 
than last night; this was the dearest rate 
for the france since the pound went off gold. 
The rise in the franc automatically 
brought about an increase in the price of 
gold, which to-day was 133s. 9d. the fine 
ounce—an increase of 2s. Continental 
gold-hoarders bought all of the £147,000 of 
gold available in the market to-day, bring- 
ing purchases to five million pounds since 
September Ist. Sovereigns could be sold 
here to-day for 3ls.—another new high 
‘* record.’’ 


De-Controlled Houses. 


Next week some tens of thousands of 
houses will be de-controlled under the 
terms of the new Rent Act, and protection 
will no longer be given in London to 
dwellings whose rateable value or annua! 
rent is above £45 per annum. It appears 
that a great many landlords have gi.en 
notice to their tenants, with a view to 
charging higher rents, and this has caused 
considerable alarm among householders. 
Hardship, no doubt, will result in a great 
many instances, but it is said that the 
Lord Chancellor has power to deal with 
such cases by making rules and regula- 
tions which will avert injustice. In many 
cases tenants have been occupying houses 
let to them before the War, and subject 
only to the statutory increase of 10 prr 
cent. ; but, as these houses have increased 
in value considerably, it is not altogether 
surprising that the landlord is of the 
opinion that he ought now to reap some of 
the profit denied him for twenty years. 


Slums and their Makers. 


Slums are made by the occupants of tho 
houses, and are not caused either by the 
houses or by circumstances. This fact has 
struck the London County Council, wit! 
the result that organised efforts will be 
made to secure a reform in the habits of 
many of the slum tenants who in due 
course will bé re-housed in mode! 
dwellings. It is recognised that the new 
houses will become slums if the ténants 
are not cleanly in their habits, and the 
possibilities of extending the precautions 
now taken are under review. Any inquir) 
for new accommodation is followed 
promptly by a personal visit on behalf of 
the Council. to the home of the applicant, 
and, if sufficient reason is apparent, tlic 
applicant is asked whether he will agree 
to a disinfection of his belongings. 


France's Birth-Rate. 


France may follow Germany's example 
in calling for larger families, since a 
higher birth-rate is badly needed. The 
French Natality Congress will meet at 
Le Havre in October next, and hopes to 
devise a method whereby the Government 
can come to the financial assistance of 
big families, though bonuses are already 
iven for every additional child in large 
amilies. It is argued, however, that tlic 
grants are not sufficient and are badly 
distributed. Another proposal for discns 
sion is how to get couples back on the 
farm, since it is a matter of record that 
the birth-rate is higher in the country- 
side than in the towns. In this matter 
the French peasant, as regards legislation 
and taxation, is much favoured by the 
Government, but the flight to the towns 
from the countryside continues. 


Broadcast from the Antarctic. 


A broadcast from the Antarctic is one 
of next winter’s possibilities. A trans- 
mission from Admiral Byrd's expedition 
to the South Polar regions will be picked 
up at Buenos Aires, which is about four 
thousand miles from the expedition’s 
base. It is proposed that the transmis-

SIR JOHN SIMON FOR PARIS. 


Sir John Simon, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, and Mr. A. Eden, the 
Under-Secretary, are to resume the dis- 
armament conversations in Paris this week 
on their way to Geneva for the meetings 
‘of the Council of the League. They will 
leave London to-day or to-morrow. 

At Geneva they will exchange views with

REMARKABLE, 
Referring to a police search of the Ger-
